2. And whereas, applications were received from Rajah Muthiah Chettiar 
Charitable & Educational Trust, Chennai, Tamil Nadu seeking status of ‘deemed- 
to-be-university’ to Chettinad University, Padur, Kancheepuram District, Tami* 
Nadu, as a ‘De Novo’ Institution, under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956: 

3 And whereas, the UGC has examined the said applications and vide its 
communication bearing F. No .40-1/2007(CP P-l) dated 01.01*2008 has 
recommended for conferment of status of 'Deemed-to-be-University 1 to Chettinad 
Academy of Research and Education, Padur, Kancheepuram District for a period 
three years subject to review at the end of each year. Later, the UGC vide its 
communication F.No.40-1 /2007(CPP-I) dated 22.02*2008 has partially modify its 
recommendations to the effect that the status recommended be awarded under De 
Novo category; 

4. And whereas, the UGC vide its letter F.No.40-1/2007(CPP-l) dated 
09.06.2008 has inter alia clarified that the proposed 'Deemed-to-be-University 1 
Institution will consist of (i) Chettinad Hospital and Research Institute and (ii) 
Chettinad Coiiege of Nursing; 

5 Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the 
UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, on the advice of the UGC, hereby 
declare that "Chettinad Academy of Research and Education (CARE)", Padur, 
Kelambakkam, Kancheepuram District, Tamil Nadu, comprising <i) Chettinad 
Hospital and Research institute, Padur, Kelambakkam and (ii) Chettinad College

(if) Both the aforementioned teaching institutions shall be disaffiliated from their 
affiliating university, namely, The Tamilnadu Dr. M.G.R, Medical University, 
Chennai, Tamil Nadu.

6. The status conferred on Chettinad Academy of Research and Education is 
also subject to a review of all the institutions concerned at the end of each year by 
the UGC with the help of an Expert Committee. The status conferred shall be 
confirmed after a period of five years only on the basis of the reviews to be 
conducted, annually through an Expert Committee of the UGC and 
recommendations of the Commission thereof;

8. Neither the Government of India nor the UGC shall provide any Plan or 
Non-P.lan grant-in-aid to Chettinad Academy of Research and Education or any of 
its co nstitue nt .te 3 c h ing un i ts.

Subject;- Setting up of a National Consultative Committee on De¬ 
addiction and Rehabilitation (NCCDR). 

No, 7-5/2007-DP-H— 

India is situated in a region which is highly vulnerable to the problem 
of drug abuse, and drug and alcohol abuse is an area of serious concern for 
the country. The high risk of HIV/AIDS among the drug users, especially, 
injecting drug users has further aggravated the problem. 

2. Article 47 of the Constitution provides that “the State shall regard the 
raising of the level of nutrition and the standard of living of its people and 
the improvement of public health as among its primary duties and, in 
particular, the State shall endeavor to bring about prohibition of the 
consumption except for medicinal purposes of intoxicating drinks and 
Of drugs which are usurious to health.” 

.The Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic Substances Act, 1985 was enacted 
to, inter alia, curb substance abuse. 

3. India is also a signatory to three United Nations Conventions, namely 
: (i) Convention on Narcotic Drugs, 1961; (ii) Convention on Psychotropic 
Substances, 1971; and (iii) Convention against Illicit Traffic in Narcotic 
Drugs and Psychotropic Substances, 1988. The United Nations General 
Assembly, in its 2G ,h Special Session in 1998, has accepted demand 
reduction as an indispensable pillar of drug control strategies. 

4. For the purpose of drug demand reduction, the Ministry of Social 
Justice & Empowerment has been implementing the Scheme for Prevention 
of Alcoholism and Substance (Drugs) Abuse since 1985-86. Under the 
Scheme, 41 counseling centres and 401 drug de-addiction centres are 
functioning in the country with financial assistance of this Ministry for 
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identification, counseling, treatment and rehabilitation of drug addicts The 
Ministry has set up a National Centre for Drug Abuse Prevention (NCDvYP) 
in the National Institute of Social Defence (NISD) for capacity building and 
training of Non-Governmental Organisations (NGOs) running Counseling 
and De-addiction Centres. The Ministry has also nominated eight reputed 
NGOs working in the field of drug abuse prevention as Regional Resource 
and Training Centres (RRTCs) for imparting training in local cultural setting 
to service providers working in various De-addiction Centres and for 
undertaking advocacy, research and monitoring of drug abuse programmes. 
They also give technical support to the NGOs working in the field of drug 
abuse prevention. 


5. Against the above background, a need has been felt for a consultative 
mechanism at the national level to advise Central and State Governments on 
issues connected with drug demand reduction, especially 
education/awareness building, de-addiction and rehabilitation. The 
Government of India has accordingly decided to constitute a National 
Consultative Committee on De-addiction and Rehabilitation (NCCDR) 
as follows:- 

I. Minister for Social Justice & Empowerment - Chairperson 

II. Minister of State for Social Justice & Empowerment- Vice-Chairperson 
III Ex-officio Members 

1. Secretaries in the following Ministries/Departments: 

(i) Ministry of Social Justice & Empowerment 

(ii) Ministry of Finance, Department of Revenue 

(iii) Ministry of Human Resource Development 

(a) Department of School Education & Literacy 

(b) Department of Higher Education 

(iv) Ministry of Health and Family Welfare 

(v) Ministry of Youth Affairs and Sports, Department of Youth Affairs 

(vi) Ministry of Women and Child Development 
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2. , Other ex-officio Members 

(i) Secretary, North Eastern Council, Shillong 

(ii) Director General and Additional Secretary, Narcotics Control 
Bureau, Ministry of Home Affairs 

(iii) Commissioner, Central Bureau of Narcotics, Ministry of Finance 

(iv) Director General and Additional Secretary, National Aids Control 
Organisation, Ministry of Health and Family Welfare 

(v) Chief, National Drug Dependence Treatment Centre-cum-Head,

(vi) Four Experts/Activists/Social Workers belonging to the area with 
which NCCDR is concerned. 


VI, Member Secretary, Ex-OlTicio- Joint Secretary dealing with the 
subject in the M/o of Social Justice & Empowerment, 
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6. The functions of NCCDR would be to advise Central and State 
Governments on the entire gamut of issues related to prevention, de¬ 
addiction, rehabilitation and harm reduction, with special reference to the 
following:- 

(i) Policies, programmes and legislation measures for persons 
affected by and/or vulnerable to alcoholism and drug abuse. 

(ii) Education, awareness building and community mobilization. 

(iii) Measures to facilitate physical and social rehabilitation of drug 
and alcohol abuse, 

(iv) Feed back on implementation of the national programme on 
drug and alcohol demand reduction, and ways to improve their 
effectiveness. 

7. Members nominated under categories IV and V shall have a tenure of 
three years but will continue till nomination of their successors. 

8. The NCCDR will meet at least twice a year. 

9. T.A./D.A. etc, to non-official members will be admissible as per 
relevant rules/instmctions of the Government of India, 

10. Expenditure on meetings of the NCCDR shall be met from the non- 
plan budget of the Ministry.
